'Beleeue and confeſſe my Lord God, 
[ ternall, infinite, vnmeaſurable, incom- 
prehenſible and inui ſible, one in ſubſtance 
and three in perfon, Father, Sonne and 
holy Ghoſt: who by his almightie power 
and wiſedome, hath hot onely of nothing 
created heauen, earth, and all things 
therein contained, and man after his owne 
image, that he might in him be glorifiedt 
bert alſo by his fatherly prouidence geuer- 
neth, maintaineth, and preſeruerh the ſame 
according tothe purpoſe ofhis will. 

1 belecue alſo and confeſſe Iefus Chriſt 
the onely $auiourand Meſsias, who being 
equall with Gedymadehimſelfe of no re- 

tation, but tooke on him the ſhape of a 

ernant, and became man, in allthings like 
vnto vs, except fin, to alſure vs of mercie 
and forgiueneſſe. For when through our 
fatk er Adamstranſgreſsien we were be- 
come children of perdition, there was no 
meanes to bring vs from that yoke of ſin 
and damnation, but onely leſuschriſt our 
Lord, who giuing vs that by grace: v hich 
was his by nature, made vs througb faith 
che children of God: who when the ful- 
neſſe of time wavcome, was conceiued by 
the power of the holy Gholt,borne of the 


Virgin Marie (accorcingto the feſh) aud 
preached in earth the Goſpelof ſaluation, 
til at the length bytyranny of the Prieſts, 
he was guiltleſſe condemned vader Pon. 
tius Pilate, then Prefident of Iurie, and 
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tweene two theeuet, as a notorions treſ- 
paſſer, where taking ypen him thepuniſh« 
ment for our fiunes; he delivered ys fron 
the curſe of the L]. 12 285 
And foraſmuch as he being onely God, 
could nat feele death, neither beiug onely 
man could overcowe death; he, zoyned 
beth together, and ſuffered his hmnanitie 
to be punithed with molt cruel death, fee- 
Iing in himſelſe the anger and ſeuere1udg- 
ment of God, euen as ii he had bene in ex- 
treame torments ef hell; and therefore 
tried with a lond voice, My God, iy God, 
why haſt thou forſaleu met Thus of bis free 
mere ie without e ion, he oftered vp 
him(elfe as the ↄnely ſacritice to purge 
che finnes ob all the world; ſo that ail o- 
thet ſacrifices for fin ateblaſyhemons, a nc 
derogate from the ſufticiencie hereef* 
which death, albeit it didſufficiently re- 
concile t co God, yet the Scriptures 
com nonly do attribute our regeneration 
to his reſurrectien. For asby tiſing againe 
from the graue the third day, he conque- 
red death; euen ſo tke victorie ofour faith 
ſtandeth in his reſurrection: and thereforh 
without the one, we cannotfeelè the be“ 
nckts of the other. For as by his death 
frnne was taken away: ſo our righteouſ- 
neſſe was reſtored by his reſurrection, 
And becauſe hee would accomplith all 
things, and take poſſeſsion fer vs in his 
kingdomeyÞhe aſcefidedintekeauen, to 
enlarge the ame kingdeme by the aben. 
dant power of his Spirit, by whom we are 
moſt aſſured of his coutinuall inrerceſaion 
towards Gold the Father fer vs. 
And although he be in heaven, as tou · 
ching his corporall preſence, where the 
Father hath now ſet him at his right hand 
committing vnto him the adminiſtration 
of all things, as wel in heauen abone, as in 
earth denegtheyet is he preſent with vs ſuls 
members, euen to rhe end oftlie world, 
in preſeruing and gouerning vs with his 
effectuall power and grace, who(when all 
_ are fulfilled, which God hath ſpo- 
ken by the mouth of his Prophets ſince 
the world began)wilcomein the ſame vi- 
ſible forme waerein he aſcended, with 
an vuſpeakable maieſtie, power and com- 
panie, to ſeparate the Lambes ſrom the 
Goates, the electfrom the reprobate: fa 
that none, whether he he aliue then, or 
dead belore, ſnall eſcape his iudgement, 
Moreover, Ibeleeue and confelſe the hes 
ly Ghoſt, God equali with the Father and 
the don, who regenerateth and ſauclifieth 
vs, and ruleth and guideth vs into all 
truth, perſwadixg moſt affarecly in our 
conſciences, that we be the children of 
God, brethren to Teſus Chriſt, and fellow 
heires with him of life euerlaſtingyetnot - 


wichitanding it is not ſufhcient to belecue

that God is omnipotent and merciſall; * 
that Chrilt hath madeſatisfiAion, or that 
the holy Ghoſt hath his power ave effect, 
except we do apply chelanie beuc fites to 
vs, hich are Gods elect. 

I beleede therfore and confeſſe one boi 
Church, which as members of Ieſus Chri 
the onely head thercof, cenſent in faith, 
hope, and charitie, vſing theygifts of Oed, 
whether they be temporal or ſpiritually 
to the profit and furtherance of the ſame: 
which Church is not ſeens to mans eye 
but only knowne to God, who of the loſt 
ſonnes of Adam, hath ordained ſome ay 
veſſels of wrath to damnation, and hath 
choſca others as veſſels af his mercy to be 
ſaued, the which in due time he calleth to 
integritie eflife and godly converſation, 
to make it a glorious Church to himſelfe. 

But that Church which is viſible & ſeene 
to the eye, hath three tokens and markes 
wherbyit may be knoume.Firſt, the word 
of Gad contained in the old and new 
Teſtament, wHlch as it is aboue the autho- 
ritie of the ſame Church, and onely ſuſſi. 
cienʒto inſtruct vs in all things concer 
ning ſaluation, ſo is it left for all degrees 
of men to reade & vnderſtand. Fer with- 
out this word, neither Ckurch, Councell, 
nor Decree, cau itabliſh any point tou- 
ching ſaluation. 

The ſecond marke, is the holy Sacra- 
ments, to wit, of Daptiſme and the Lords 
Supper, Which Sacraments Chriſt hath left 
vnts v8, as holy ſignes and ſeales of Gods 
promiſes, For as by Baptilme once recoi- 
ned is ſiguified, that we (as well infants, as 
other ot age and diſoretion) being ſtran- 
gers from God by original ſin, are recei- 
ned into his familie and c5gregation, with 
full aſſurance, that although this root of 
ſinne lie hid in vs, yet to the elect irſhall 
not be imputed :ſo the Supper declareth, 
that God às amoſt prouident Father doth 
not onely feed ourhodics » but alſo ſpiri- 
tually nouriſketh our ſoules with the gra- 
ces and benefits of leſus Chriſt , (Which 
the Scripture calleth eating of his fleſh 
and drinking ofhis bloud: ) neither muſt 
we in the adminiſtration of the Sacra- 
ments, follow mans fantaſie, but as Chriſt 
himſelfe hath ordained , ſo muſt they be 
miniftred, and by ſach as by ordinary vo- 
cation are thertunto called. Therefore 
whoſoeuerreſerueth or worſhippeth theſe 
Sacraments, or contrariwiſe contemnech 
them in time and place, procureth to kyle 
ſcife damnatian. 

he third mark ofthis Church, is Eccle- 
ſiaſticall diſcipline, which Ranccth in ad- 
monition and correction of faults; the f. 
nall end whereof is excommunication, by 
the conſent of the Church determined, if 


the offender be obſtiuate. And beſide this 
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TE riſe againe to ime 
1 ortalitie ; they ſhall be e to vn- 
muenchabde frei and then we which haue 
forſaken all mens wiſedome,to cleane vn- 
to Chriſt, ſhall heare that toyfull voyce:
